Our City Clergy’ on the Disaster. 


Yesterday saw in no whit diminished the feel- 
ing and interest of our community in the great 
catastrophe of Friday last. From an early bour 
in the day, until last evening crowds huog 
about the Court House where the inquests be- 
fore the Coroner’s Jury were in progress. 
Many were drawn thither by sympathy, perhaps 
curiosity, but there were many mourners ask. 
ing information of the loved end lost. All 
classes of cit zens presse 1 in the throng about 
the door, for a common humanity had suffered 
alike, and within on the floor of the larger base- 
ment office, ghastly rows of corpses, stark and 
stiff, bruised by the violence of unpitying ele- 
ments, reft of clothiog, disigured by sand,’ 
were the handiwork of the great leveler Death, 
who thus placed side by side the wealthy and 
the poor, the bigu and low, those who in life 
had little of thought or one in common with 
each other. 

By the morning train from Milesukes many 
eitizeus came down, some of them the delegat 
ed representatives of that community, others 
on the aad errand, in quest for miesing friends. 
Of this latter a far larger number will arrive 
to-dey, the humane action of the Common 
Council of Milwavkee in concert with the Chi- 
cago 4 Milwavkee raulroad company placicg 
fares ata nom pal sum, and iree to all who in 
the discretion of the Aldermen and Mayor may 
from narrow circumstances deserve the same. 

The Milwaukee Common Council have passed 
a vote to defray all the expenses incident to the 
return of their dead to that city, in ail cases 
where the means of relatives are narrow, as is 
the case wnh many. Chief of P lice Beck 
reached here yeateeday, duly author z d to re- 
ceive charge of these dead, and receipt for ali 
property saved and belonging in Milwaukee. 

A committee of citizeas of Milwaukee arrived 
previous to tha the above, aud have been most 
intelligent acd @etive in the identification of 
the unfortunate dead. The following explains 
itself: 

A CARD FROM THE MILWAUKEE COMMITTEE.
